BY-LAW No. 100. 


A By-Law for assessing by way of special frontage 
assessment the cost of certain local improvements 
made in the year 1894, and for levying such cost by 
a special rate, and for reguiating the time and 
manner of the payment thereof. 

WHEREAS, under and in pursuance of the provis- 
visions of the Municipal Ordinance in that behalf, 
a petition (hereinafter referred t9 as Petition 
No. 1) duly signed, was presented to 
the Council of the Municipality of the 
Town of Edmonton asking that that portion of 
Jasper Avenue lying between Second Street and 
Third Street on the Hudson’s Bay Company’s 
Reserve, Edmonton, should be graced, and the cost 
thereof be paid by special frontage assessment 
upon the lands fronting on the portion of Jasper 
Avenue whereon the improyement was proposed to 
be made ; 

AND WHEREAS, under and in pursuance of the 
provisions of the Municipal Ordinance in that be- 
half, a petition (hereinafter referred to as Petition 
No. 2) duly signed, was presented to the Council of 
the said Municipality, asking that a plank sidewalk 
be constructed on the south side of Jasper Avenue 
between First Street and Third Street on the 
Hudson’s Bay Company’s Reserve, Edmonton, and 
the cost @hereof to be paid by a special frontage 
assessment upon the lands fronting on the South 
side of the portion of Jasper Avenue whereon the 

improvement was proposed to be made ; 

AND WHEREAS the said improvements were 
made, and the expenditure necessary therefor was 
met by means of temporary loans effected in pur- 
suance of the provisions of the Municipal Ordinance 
in that behalf ; 

AND WHEREAS under the provisions of By-law 
No. 85 of the said Municipslity it has been ascer- 
tained, certified and tinally determined: (a) That 
the probable life of the improvements made under 
each of the above mentioned petitions is ten years 
from the first day of January, 1895. (b) That the 
actual cost of each of said improvements, including 
interest properly chargeable thereon was as follows : 
Of that under Petition No. 1, 383.40, and of tha 
under Petition No. 2, $320.25, making in all the sum 
of $403.65. (c) That the value of the land charge- 
able with the special frontage rate in each case, 
(exclusive of all improvements thereon) was as 
follows: That comprised in Petition No. 1, 28,400, 
and that comprised in Petition No. 2, $9,000, making 
in all the sum of $17,40C.  (d) That no portion of 
the coste of any of the improvements made under 
either of the said petitions is to be borne by the 
municipality at large. (¢) That the number of feet 
frontage assessable as aforesaid comprised in 
Petition No. 1 is 656 feet, and the proportion in 
which the cost of theiuiprovements made in pursuance 
of the said Petition No. 1 is to be borne is an equal 
and uniform portion per foot frontage of the entire 
cost of the improvements made in pursuance of said 
Petition No. 1, and that the number of feet asesss- 
able as aforesaid comprised in petition No. 2 is 636 
feet, and the proportion in which the cost of the im- 
provements made in pursuance of the said Petition 
No.2 is tobe borne is an equal and uniform portion 
per foot frontage of the entire cost of the iuproye- 
mentsmade in pursuaace of ssid Petition No. 2. 

THEREFORE, the Mayor and Council of the 
Municipality of the Town of Edmonton, in Council 
assembied, enact as follows : 

1. The cost of the improvements made under the 
said Petition No. 1 shall be assessed upon the lands 
comprised in said Petition No. 1 by way of a special 
frontage assessment, as defined by the Municipal 
Ordinance, Part 7, Section 2; and the cost of the 
improvements made under the said Petition No. 2 
ehall be assessed upon the lands coniprised in said 
Pecition No. 2 by way of a special frontage assess- 
ment, as defined aforesaid, and the costs in each 
case shall be levied by a special rate upon the lands 
comprised in each Petition respectively, in such 
manner that there shall be levied and collected in 
each year for the period of ten years from and after 
the first day of January, 1595, at the same time and 
manner as the general Municipal taxes such sums as 
will be sufficient in each case to cover the annual 
interest at the rate of six per cent. per annum upon 
the amount of the cost, and form a sinking fund for 
the payment of the principal amount thereof, esti- 
mating the rate of interest on the investment of the 
sinking fund at five per cent., capitalized yearly. 

2. The assessor is hereby directed to make such 
assessirents and ratings as aforesaid. 


3. There shall be held a sittings of a Court of 
Revision for the hearing of appeals in respect of 
such assessments and special rates at the Council 
Chamber in the Fire Hall, Edmonton, on Wednesday, 
the 5th day of June, 1895,:at $ o'clock, p. m.

Calgary Herald: A Herald representa- 
tive called on Senator Lougheed this morn- 
ing on his return from Ottawa, The senator 
is home for a few days during the adjourn- 
ment and with his usual courtesy was found 
quite ready to give the Herald his views 
regarding the latest. occurrences at the 
capital. The Hudson’s Bay railway was of 
course the first question brought up. 
Speaking of the present scheme the senator 
said it did not meet with general approval 
and the feeling among the members of both 
houses was that it would be unwise for par- 
liament to consent to it. The greatest ob- 
jection to the scheme was there was no 
assurance whatever of its contributing toa 
through route to Hudson’s Bay. Neither 
the government nor the company is com- 
mitted to building the road a mile further 
than the Saskatchewan. It is simply a 
colonization road, said the senator, and as 
it would run parallel to the Canadian Pacific 
railway and the Manitoba & Northwestern 
for a considerable distance it therefore does 
not command public confidence. Another 
great objection to the road was that the 
$10,000 a mile proposed by the order-in- 
council was unnecessarily large. Six thou- 
sand dollars a mile was, in the opinion of 
experienced railway builders, quite enough 
to allow for construction through a prairie 
country. To pay this $2,500,000 on sucha 
scheme would, in the senators opinion, not 
only tie up the Hudson’s Bay railway 
but would prevent the Northwest getting 
anything for years to come. The govern- 
ment, it is thought, is not committed to the 
present arrangements between the promot- 
ers and the present contractors, as Was 
shown by Mr. Haggart’s letter refusing to 
countenance the change of contractors.

000 amile fora certain length of time, for 
which the company surrenders, or rather 
gives, in security the $80,000 per annum 
and the 6,400 acres per mile. I know that 
the house or the people will say, what is 
true, that this is taking back the land 
which belongs to us, and it is giving security 
upon $80,000 per annum, to which we are 
not pledged, and which we need not give 
if the road is not built. That is quite true, 
but these are liabilities into which the 
country has entered, and which we are 
bound to pay in case they construct the 
road. They have represented to the gov- 
ernment that they could not with these 
securities float the bonds and obtain the 
money and they ask for a re-arrangement or 
re-adjustment of the aid which was given.
